fq N the days of chuuhood when late 
| at night on December 25 we re- 
valized that Christmas, the Day 
of Days, so long expected, so eagerly 
prepared for, had come and gone, the 
regret that. we felt, tempered some- 
what by weariness and the joys that 
the day had brought, was as much for 
the long weeks of preparation as for 
the day itself. For Christmas would 
be less than half-Christmas without 
those weeks of anticipation, weeks 
when good works were scrupulously 
performed, weeks of unwearying spec- 
ulation and confident expectation. 


So will Christmas be to us but the 
shadow of the thing it might be if 
we have not prepared ourselves dur- 
ing these weeks of Advent. If we 
have not tried to rid our hearts of 
sophistication and superficiality and 
unselfishness, we will be out of tune 
for the feast whose keynote is sim- 
plicity, whose lesson is humility. Ii 
we have not meditated upon the events 
that are being commemorated, have 
not conjured up those weeks that 
Mary spent, the trying journey down 
to Bethlehem, the closed inns, the 
stable and the skies opened above it 
for the song of the Angelic hosts sing- 
ing joy to their King and the King 
of the world, that first Noel and the 
listening shepherds, the Magi follow- 
ing their star; if we do not recall all 
these, the beauty and joy and glory of 
the feast, we shall have missed Chris- 
mas. 


Then let us try during these weeks 
to be conscious of the blessed time 
of the year that it is; in meditation 
and mortification let us remember, 
Beginning with Advent a new year 
in ecclesiastical reckoning, let us find 
a new life in our Religion.

CHRISTMAS CARDS 
O sending of Christmas cards, 


as we know the practice today, 

is a business. People generally 
choose one style which unfortunately 
in many instances, has no allusion, di- 
rect or indirect, to the real meaning 
of Christmas. They order as many as 
they need and have their name printed 
on them. These cards, meaningless 
and identical, are then sent to inti- 
mate friends, acquaintances, business 
people, and any others who might be 
tempted to send a card to them. The 
mailing list increases or decreases each 
year according to the) number who 
have returned similar cards. Almost 
invariably, these cards have some 
sketch and verse which bear no re- 
lation whatsoever to the feast of 
Christmas, The tendency today is to 
veer away ‘as far as possible from 
anything religious or symbolic in 
cards. Consequently cards with a re- 
ligious subject are comparatively 
scarce, since the demand is not great. 

The origin of sending Christmas 
cards dates back to Medieval times. 
People wrote personal letters to their 
most intimate friends wishing them 
good cheer and telling them they hoped 
the Christ-Child would shower His 
choicest blessings on them. Later, the 
more artistic among them began to 
paint little greeting cards on which 
they lettered original verses. These, 
however, were very personal, and much 
time was spent in lettering and draw- 
ing, each card being different. The 
donors showed that they knew the 
real purpose of Christmas cards which 
they expressed in characteristic sym- 
bols:_ the scene at Bethlehem, the 
Magi, the star, and various others. 

As Catholics we could do much to 
increase the demand for Christmas 
cards with appropriate religious motifs, 
If we were really imbued with the 
true spirit of Christmas, we would ac- 
cept no substitutes. Besides, Christ- 
mas cards just as other gifts reveal 
the personality of the giver, and if we 
send these meaningless cards with 
similar verses we catalogue ourselves 
immediately, We could change popu- 
lar opinion in regard to the type of 
cards used if we would only resolve 
to send nothing but cards significant 
of the true meaning of Christmas. 
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Almost since the time that Man began 
to live in houses, at least from the moment 
that he became conscious of his ability to 
fashion inanimate beings into things of 
beauty that gave him pleasure and enjoy- 
ment, down through the epochs of art docrs 
and doorways have presented a problem 
which has fired the imagination and tested 
his ingenuity. 

The first doors were of timber but soon 
they came to be embellished with precious 
metals. The doors of Solomon’s temple 
were of olive wood, carved and overlaid 
with gold. Later on, doors were made out 
of the metal itself, without any substruc- 
ture of wood. The Chinese and Japanese 
carried this type to a high perfection. They 
wrought the metal into curious and beau- 
tiful designs. 

Following the history of doors down the 
ages we find various schools arising, with 
definite ideas of design. The Italian school 
reached its highest state of perfection in 
the doors which Ghiberti fashioned for the 
Cathedral at Florence, and which Michael 
Angelo said were fit to be the “gates of 
Paradise.” 

Various artists in France revelled in orn- 
ate design, as is seen in the doors of the 
great cathedrals. The English in Tudor 
limes developed the recessional type of dooyr- 
way, adding thickness to the walls on the 
outside in order to accentuate the effect. 

As one passes from building to building 
on the campus at Clarke one notices that 
though the doorways may differ in period 
and design there is a fundamental unity 
of form. Each doorway expresses, shall we 
Say, the spiritual essence of the place to 
which it gives access. And it is in this 
expression that the differences lie. 

The entrance to the Residence Hall fol- 
lows the English type with its recessed and 
protected alcove. The simplicity of its coJ- 
ored glass panels, set in a framework of 
enameled wood, is exactly suited to the 
home-like atmosphere of the hall. Above 
the door are the words “Sicut Lilium Inter 
Spinas,” the motto of the Sisters of Char- 
ity of the Blessed Virgin Mary, and the 
motto of all the students of their schools. 

Across the way the entrance to the Ad- 
ministration building expresses the same 


simplicity, accentuated by the warm glow 
of red tiles. 


“Music and Art” is carved in the lintel 
of the door to the Conservatory and that 
doorway with its Grecian columns, with 
its flair of graded stone above the timpan- 
um, with its chaste restraint, as seen in 
the carving of the stones and the balance 
of its design, gives form to the spirit of 
all that is highest and finest in the Arts. 

The doors to the Recreational buildings 
are examples of cool perfection, Of highly 
polished brass, set with glass, they are 
rich in their simplicity. Their design fol- 
lows the modern trend, and their quiet 
beauty embodies the Spirit of a place de- 
voted to relaxation and freedom from care,
